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REPORT. 





Herewith is submitted the Report containing the usual details 
as to the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered throughout Scotland 
during the year 1898 in the 1071 Registration Districts into which it 
is divided. There is also submitted the Thirty-fourth Report on Vaccina- 
tion, in which all the available information is given in ‘respect to the 
working of the Scottish Vaccination Act, and especially in relation to the 
vaccination of children born in Scotland during the year 1897.

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proportions which, when compared jwith the corresponding ratios for the 
previous year, indicate an increase in'the case of the births and marriages, 
and a decrease in that of the deaths (Table I.). 

The excess of births over deaths is 52,473. 


BIRTHS. 


Of the 150,879 births recorded the rate per ten thousand of the 
estimated population is 308, or 3:08 per cent.; 66,850 of the births were of 
males and 64,029 of females. 

Tables IV. and V. give the number of births in each of the five groups 
of districts into which the country is primarily divided, and their respective 
rates to the estimated population of each. In the Principal Town 
districts the births number 56,514, being at the rate of 3°23 per cent. of 
the estimated population; the males number 28,736, the females 27,778. 
In the Large Town districts the number of births is 18,452, or 3:25 per 
cent. of the population; males being 9458, females 8994. In the 
Small Town districts the births are 28,135, or 3:14 per cent. of the 
population of the same ; males 14,407, females 138,728. In the Mainland- 
Rural districts the number is 25,024, equivalent to 2°74 per cent. of the 
population as estimated; the males 12,827, the females 12,197. In the 
Insular-Rural districts the births are 2754, corresponding to 2°26 per cent. 
of the estimated population, the males numbering 1422, the females 
1332. 

Of the total 130,879 births, 8914, or 6°8 per cent. of all, are illegitimate. 
The rate of illegitimacy in the several districts is 6-4 per cent. in the 
Principal Town districts, 54: per cent. in the Large Town districts, 6°7 per 
cent. in the Small Town districts, 8°9 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural 
districts, and 5:0 per cent. in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Table VI. shows the rate of illegitimacy in the eight geographical 
divisions into which Scotland is divided, and in each county. In the 
former the highest rate—of 12 per cent.—occurs in the North-Eastern 
division, followed by the Southern with a rate of 11:3 per cent., the

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occurs in Caithness, where it is 13°2 per cent., in Banff 13°3 per cent., and 
in Wigtown 15:8 per cent. The lowest rate is in Bute, 4°1 per cent., and 
in Shetland 40 per cent. In ten of the counties the rate is 10-0 per cent. 
or over. 

Of the 130,879 births, 66,850 are males and 64,029 females, being at 
the rate of 1044 of the former to every 100 of the latter. In the Principal 
Town districts 103-4 males were born to every 100 females; in the Large 
Town districts and Mainland-Rural districts they were the same, 105-2 
males to every 100 females; in the Small Town districts the proportion 
was 1049 males to every 100 females; and in the Insular-Rural districts it 
was as 106°8 is to 100. 

During January 10,773 births were recorded, during February 9511, 
during March 11,356, during April 11,418, during May 11,674, during 
June 11,352, during July 11,034, during August 11,269, during September 
10,507, during October 11,2138, during November 10,170, and during 
December 10,602. 


DEATHS. 


78,406 deaths were registered throughout Scotland during 1898: of 
these 39,371 are males, and 39,035 females. The death-rate for Scotland 
was 184 in every ten thousand of its estimated population, or 1°84 per cent. 

In the Principal Town districts, the rate is 202 per ten thousand of 
its inhabitants; in the Large T'own districts it is 189 in like proportion ; 
in the Small Town districts it is 174; in the Mainland-Rural districts it 
is 162; and in the Insular-Rural districts it is 151. 

The number of deaths registered during January is 6569, during 
February 5970, during March 7802, during April 7248, during May 6978, 
during June 6267, during July 5919, during August 6374, during 
September 6259, during October 6340, during November 6162, and duri ing 
December 6518. 


MARRIAGES. 


32,096 marriages were registered throughout Scotland during 1898, 
being at the rate of 76 per ten thousand of the population as estimated, or 
0°76 per cent. In the Principal Town districts the rate is 93 in every 
ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same; in the Large Town districts 
it is 75; in the Small Town districts it is 703 in the Mainland-Rural 
districts it is 54; and in the Insular-Rural districts the rate is 34. 

The number of marriages registered during January is 4045; during 
February it is 1602, during March 1646, during April 2215, during May 
1068, during June 4879, during July 3783, during August 2121, during 
September 2002, during Ockober 2198, during Nov Donner 2150, ad during 
December 4387. 
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EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The following remarks are made with reference to events which 
occurred in Hight of the Principal Towns of Scotland, viz., Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, Paisley, Greenock, and Perth, and it 
is assumed that facts relating to them will also be found to apply to a 
considerable extent to the surrounding districts. 


BIRTHS IN EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


49,861 births were registered in these towns during the year, giving 
a birth-rate of 3°18 per cent., or 318 in every ten thousand of the estimated 
population. The highest birth-rate occurs in Greenock, 352 per ten 
thousand of its population; followed by Glasgow with a rate of 335 in like 
proportion, Aberdeen and Leith each with a rate of 332, Paisley with one 
of 317, Dundee with one of 301, Edinburgh with one of 274, and Perth 
with one of 264. 

46,421 of the births were legitimate and 3440 illegitimate; the 
illegitimate thus constituting 6-9 per cent. of the whole. In Dundee 9:2 
per cent. of the births were illegitimate, in Aberdeen 8-7 per cent., in 
Edinburgh 7:4 per cent., in Perth 7°3 per cent., in Glasgow 6°4 per cent., 
in Paisley 5-9 per cent., in Greenock 5°2 per cent., and in Leith 4:9 per 
cent. Table VIII. also gives the ratio of illegitimate births to the possible 
mothers—i.e., spinsters and widows between the ages of 15 and 45 years—in 
these same towns: Thus in Aberdeen the rate was 1°83 per cent., in Dundee 
it was 1°64 per cent., in Glasgow 1°57 per cent., in Greenock 1:49 per cent., 
in Leith 1:42 per cent., in Perth 1:21 per cent., in Paisley 1:19 per cent., 
and in Edinburgh 1:14 per cent. _. 

The number of male births in these towns during the year is 25,366, 
and of female 24,495, there thus being 103°5 male infants born for every 
100 female. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


32,153 deaths are registered as occurring in these towns during 1898, 
giving a mortality-rate of 2:05 per cent., or 205 in every ten thousand of 
the estimated population. Table VIII. shows the highest rate to be in 
Greenock, where 214 in every ten thousand of its inhabitants succumbed 
during the year; followed by Glasgow, where the rate is 212, in Dundee 
and Paisley it is 210, in Perth it is 205, in Edinburgh it is 196, in 
Aberdeen it is 191, and in Leith it is 179. Table IX. allows of a com- 
parison being made between those rates and the corresponding for 1897, 
and also the mean for a decennium. ‘The rate for the present year shows a 
decrease in the case of Glasgow, Edinburgh, Leith, Greenock, and Perth 
when compared with what it was in these towns last year, while an increase 
has_taken place in the others,

X. The estimated number of children living, under five years of age, in 
the towns is 190,931, and the number of deaths at the same age is 12,754, 
the rate of mortality being 67 per thousand. In Dundee the rate is 75 per 
thousand, in Glasgow it is 71, in Greenock it is 64, in Aberdeen it is 63, 
in Paisley it is 62, in Edinburgh it is 59, in Leith it is 55, and in Perth it 
is 49 per thousand. This Table also shows that of every hundred deaths in 
Glasgow 43 were of children under five years of age, in Dundee 42, in Aber- 
deen and in Leith 40, in Paisley 39, in Greenock 38, in Edinburgh 382, and 
in Perth 26. 

Tables XI. and XII. afford a view of the mortality due to each class of 
disease and to a selection of the more prominent and important causes of 
death in each of these eight towns, such mortality being calculated, firstly, 
with reference to the estimated population of each town, and secondly, with 
reference to the total mortality from all causes, allowance being made for 
the causes of death not specified. 

The percentage of deaths from Zymotic diseases was 0°322 on the total 
estimated population of the Hight Principal Towns dealt with, being 15°69 
per cent. of the total registered deaths. The proportion of deaths from 
those diseases to every hundred of the population’ was—in Paisley 0°403, 
in Glasgow 0°359, in Greenock 0°348, in Dundee 0°329, in Aberdeen 0°268, 
in Edinburgh 0°262, in Perth 0°227, and in Leith 0:209. The relative 
percentages of the total deaths attributed to Zymotics was—19°22 in 
Paisley, 16°75 in Glasgow, 16°06 in Greenock, 15°18 in Dundee, 13°77 in 
Aberdeen, 13°37 in Edinburgh, 11°72 in Leith, and 11:06 in Perth.

In Paisley, 6°32 per cent. of the mortality was due to Hooping Cough; 
449 per cent. to Diarrhceal Affections; 2°78 per cent. to Fevers (0°06 
Typhus, 2°59 Typhoid); 2°21 per cent. to Measles; 1:71 per cent. to 
Influenza; 0°82 per cent. to Diphtheria; and 0°38 per cent. to Scarlet Fever. 

In Greenock, 4°48 per cent. of the deaths is ascribed to Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery; 3:01 per cent. to Hooping Cough; 1°85 per cent. to Scarlet Fever; 
1:78 per cent. to Fevers (0:08 Typhus, and Simple Continued, 1°62 Enteric) ; 
1°31 per cent. to Diphtheria; and 0°85 per cent. to Measles and to Influenza. 

In Perth, 2°44 per cent. of the deaths is due to Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery; 1°63 per cent. to Hooping Cough; 1:46 per cent. to Scarlet 
Fever; 1:30 per cent. to Influenza; 0:98 per cent. to Measles; 0°65 per 
cent. to Diphtheria; and 0°49 per cent. to Fevers (all Typhoid). 

In these eight towns collectively, Hooping Cough was the cause of 1198 
deaths during the year, or 3°76 per cent. of the deaths from all causes, and 
7°7 deaths for every ten thousand of estimated population. Diarrhoea and 
Dysentery caused 1073 deaths, being 3°36 per cent. of the deaths from all 
causes, and 6°9 deaths out of every ten thousand of the estimated popu- 
lation. ‘To Measles, 914 deaths were ascribed, constituting 2°86 per cent. 
of the gross mortality, and 5:9 out of every ten thousand of the inhabitants 
of those towns. Scarlet Fever caused 402 exits, equal to 1:26 per cent. of

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the total mortality, and equal to 2:6 deaths of the population as above. 
Fevers together caused 387 deaths, at the rate of 1:21 per cent. of all 
deaths, and 2°5 in every ten thousand of the population. Of this number, 
Typhus caused 28 deaths, Typhoid or Enteric 350, Simple Fever 7, and 1 
each from Relapsing and Cerebro-Spinal Fever. To Influenza 336 deaths 
are due, equal to 0°95 per cent. of all, and 2:1 in every ten thousand of 
population. Diphtheria caused 252 deaths, at the rate of 0°79 per cent. of 
the total, and 1:6 in every ten thousand of the population as estimated. 

From Small Pox a single death is registered in Leith. 

Zymotic diseases together caused 5004 deaths in these same towns, 
equal to 15°69 per cent. of the total mortality, and 32:2 deaths per ten 
thousand of the inhabitants thereof. Syphilis caused 147 deaths, Erysipelas 
73, and Puerperal Fever 88. 

Constitutional Diseases caused 6057 deaths, at the rate of 18:99 per 
cent. of all deaths, and 38°9 in every ten thousand of population. 
Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever caused 155 deaths. Cancer caused 
1296, being at the rate of 4°06 per cent. of all, and equal to 8:2 deaths for 
every ten thousand of population; the highest rates from Cancer occur in 
Edinburgh, Dundee, and Aberdeen. Gout caused 5 deaths. To Phthisis, 
2985 persons fell victims, being 8°36 per cent. of all the deaths, and 19:2 
deaths per ten thousand of population; the highest rate from this occurred 
in Greenock, Dundee, Leith, and Glasgow. Tabes Mesenterica caused 432 
deaths, Tubercular Meningitis 607, and other Tubercular Diseases 325. 

Diseases of the Nervous System caused 3601 deaths, thus constituting 
11:29 per cent. ofall, and 23°1 deaths in every ten thousand of the population. 
In Glasgow the rate was 23:0 per ten thousand, in Edinburgh 23°6, in 
Dundee 19:7, in Aberdeen 23°7, in Leith 18-2, in Paisley 26:1, in Greenock 
28°6, and in Perth 31°3. To Inflammation of the Brain 758 deaths are 
ascribed, to Apoplexy 1175, to Paralysis 560, and to Convulsions 607. 

Diseases of the Circulatory Organs caused 2725 deaths, equivalent to 
7°54 per cent. of all the deaths, and 17:4 per ten thousand of the popu- 
lation. In Glasgow deaths from these diseases occur in the ratio of 15°6 
per ten thousand of its inhabitants; in Edinburgh the rate is 21°6; in 
Dundee it is 19°2 ; in Aberdeen it is 16°9; in Leith it is 15°8; in Paisley 
it is 15°1; in Greenock it is 20°6; and in Perth it is 19-7. 

Diseases of the Organs of Respiration are the cause of 6004 deaths, 
which gives a mortality-rate of 18°82 per cent., and equal to 38°6 deaths in 
every ten thousand of the population. In Glasgow 43-0 per ten thousand 
of its inhabitants thus succumbed, in Edinburgh 31-9 did so, in Dundee 
42-3, in Aberdeen 33°8, in Leith 34:1, in Paisley 32:9, in Greenock 35:0, 
and in Perth 34°3. Croup caused 71 deaths in these towns, Bronchitis 
2590, and Pneumonia 2735. 

Diseases. of the Digestive Organs caused 2365 deaths, at the rate of 
7°31 of all, or 15:2 in every ten thousand of the inhabitants so died. 
Enteritis caused 750 deaths, Peritonitis 306, Dentition 216, and Diseases 
of the Liver 314. 

- From diseases of the Urinary Organs there were 833 deaths, being 2°61 
per cent. of the gross mortality from all causes, and 5°2 deaths out of every 
ten thousand of population. Nephritis caused 266 deaths, Bright’s Disease 
806, and Diseases of the Bladder and Prostate 110. 

Premature Birth accounts for 961 deaths, Congenital Malformations 
for 205, and Old Age for 1110, 
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To Child Birth 141 deaths are ascribed, in addition to which there 
were 88 deaths attributed to Puerperal Fever. 

From Atrophy and Debility there resulted 961 deaths ; from Dropsy 
20; and from causes which were so ill-defined as not to be specially 
classified, 250. 

Deaths from Violence number 1235, being at the rate of 3°77 per cent. 
of the whole, or 7°9 per ten thousand of the population. Of these, 1152 
were due to ‘Accident or Negligence, 7 to Homicide, 75 to Siiicidé, and 
there was 1 Judicial Execution. The causes of death from Suicide were: 
Hanging in 29 cases, Cut Throat in 23, Drowning in 8, Gun-shot in 6, 
Precipitation in 5, Poison in 3, and by Railway 1. 

107 deaths were attributed directly to Intemperance. 

34 males and 77 females were aged 90 years and upwards at death, the 
oldest being a widow at 105 years. 


MARRIAGES IN EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


14,836 marriages were registered in these towns during the year, being 
at the rate of 95 for every ten thousand of the population as estimated. 
In Perth the marriage rate was 100 per ten thousand of its inhabitants; 
in Edinburgh 99; in Glasgow 99; in Aberdeen 97; in Paisley 92; in 
Greenock 86; in Leith 82; and in Dundee 78. 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from 
the Notes made by Dr. Buchan, under the direction of the Council of the 
- Scottish Meteorological Society, which appear in the Registrar-General’s 
Monthly Reports :— 

January was characterised by a very high mean barometric pressure, 
accompanied with an unusually low monthly range; a mean temperature 
higher than any that has hitherto occurred in January, with nearly the 
average daily range of temperature ; a low, mean humidity ; a small rainfall, 
falling on two days fewer than the average; and an extraordinary excess of 
west and south-west winds, these respectively two and five days in 
excess of the average of these directions. 

February was characterised by a very low mean barometric pressure, 
with a monthly range also very low; a mean temperature nearly half a 
degree, and a mean daily range nearly a degree above the average; an 
exceptionally low mean humidity, being the third lowest recorded during 
the past forty-two years, the absolutely lowest being 78 in 1895, and the 
next 79 in 1858; a mean rainfall under the average falling on one day more 
than the average; a quite unusual excess of westerly and deficiency of 
easterly winds, blowing with a force only once exceeded since 1856, viz., in 
1868, when it reached the high figure of 3°57 lbs. to the square foot. 

March was characterised by a rather high barometric pressure, with an 
unusually luw snonthly range; a mean temperature nearly half a degree 
above the average, with a mean daily range also about half a degree above 
the average ; a rather low humidity ; a very low mean rainfall, falling on

one day less than the average, and two days’ excess of westerly and one of 
northerly winds, blowing with greater force than usual. 

April was characterised by a rather low barometric pressure, with a 
very low monthly range; a remarkably high mean temperature with a

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mean daily range decidedly under the average; an average humidity ; a 
mean rainfall, larger than any that has occurred in April since 1880, and 
falling on four days more than the average; and five days’ excess of 
southerly winds, blowing with the average force of the month. 

May was characterised by a rather low barometric pressure, with an 
unusually large monthly range, the range being only exceeded by the Mays 
of 1877 and 1881; a mean temperature fully a degree under the average, 
with a mean daily range slightly above it ; a low humidity ; a mean rainfall a 
little above the average, falling on fifteen days, or one day above the 
average. 

June was characterised by a mean barometric pressure slightly under 
the average, with a rather large monthly range; a mean temperature 
nearly the average, with a mean daily range considerably above the 
average ; a mean humidity about the average; a mean rainfall less than the 
average, falling on the average number of days; and two days’ excess of 
southerly winds. 

July was characterised by a mean barometric pressure very largely 
in excess of the average, with a very small monthly range; a mean tem- 
perature about the average, with a mean daily range very large, having 
been exceeded during the forty-three years only in 1868, when it was 
17°2; a mean humidity extraordinarily low, nothing lower having 
occurred since 1857; one of the lowest mean rainfalls hitherto recorded, 
falling on six days fewer than the average; a four days’ excess of north- 
westerly winds, blowing with a force considerably above the average. 

August was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little 
above the average, with a monthly range a little under the average; a 
mean temperature about a degree above the average, with a mean daily

day more “than the average ; and a three days’ excess of southerly winds, 
blowing with a force oreater than any recorded for the month since 1886. 

September was characterised by a mean barometric pressure con- 
siderably above the average, with an exceedingly small monthly range, no 
smaller having been previously recorded, except in September 1894 ; a mean 
temperature very largely in excess of the average, with a mean daily range 
correspondingly large; a mean humidity nearly the average; a mean 
rainfall nearly the average, but falling on two days fewer than the average ; 
four days’ excess of southerly winds, with the lowest mean force hitherto 
recorded, except in 1876, when it was slightly smaller. 

October was characterised by a mean barometric pressure nearly the 
average, with a monthly range only slightly under the average; a mean 
temperature almost unprecedented], high for October, with a mean daily 
range about a degree and a half ander the average; a mean humidity 
about the average; a mean rainfall rather above the average, falling on 
one day more than the average ; a very unusual prevalence of easterly and 
deficiency of westerly winds, blowing also with unusual force. 

November was characterised by a mean barometric pressure con- 
siderably under the average, with a monthly range much under it; a 
mean temperature a degree above the average, with a mean daily range a 
good deal above it; a high mean humidity; a mean rainfall greatly above 
the average, falling on two days more than the average; and a prevalence 
of south-easterly winds. 

December was characterised by a mean barometric pressure rather 
under the average, with a monthly range considerably above it; a mean 
temperature very greatly above the average, with a mean daily range also

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greatly above it; an unprecedentedly low mean humidity ; a mean rain- 
fall nearly the average, but falling on five days more than the average ; 
and an extraordinary ‘prevalence of winds from the west. 
Tables XIII. and XIV. furnish means of comparing the months of 
_1898 with the corresponding months of the period 1881 to 1890, and of 
tracing the connection between the proportions of the gross annual 
mortality and the average temperature experienced during the decennium 
and the year under review. The lowest mean temperature of 1898 was 
during February and March, and the largest number of deaths are 
registered during the latter of these two months and during April. The 
smallest mortality occurs in July. On comparing the mean temperature 
of each month of 1898 with the corresponding period for the ten years, a 
considerable difference is found to be the case, and that to the advantage 
of the year under review. The mean temperature of 1898 is 47°7, that of 
the decennial period is 45°8, and the mean temperature of each month of 
the year 1898—with the exception of May, which is below it—is above that 
of the longer period, the mean for July being the same in each.

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Table XV. shows the connection between certain atmospheric pheno- 
mena and the death-rate from some diseases and classes of disease in the 
eight towns. Deaths from Miasmatics generally were registered in largest 
number during March, April, May, and June. Of these, Measles was 
most prevalent during April, May, June, and July, and, with the exception 
of Hooping-Cough, was apparently the most prevalent disease of the 
character during the year. Scarlet Fever is most noticeable during 
January and December; Hooping-Cough during April, May, and June— 
least so during the last two months of the year. ‘The number of deaths 
from Diphtheria is greatest during October and November, least so during 
June. JDiarrhceal affections, as usual, attain their maximum as causes of 
death during the summer and autumnal months of J uly, August, Septem- 
ber. and October; while Fevers cause their largest mortality during the 
last four months of the year. A death from Small Pox was registered 
during April. 

Phthisis is responsible for many deaths each month, but they were 
more pronounced during the earlier than during the later months of the 
year. Diseases of the Respiratory Organs, as Bronchitis and Pneumonia, 
being much influenced by climatic conditions, are, as a rule, most fatal 
during the cold and most inclement months, and we accordingly find the 
deaths from those at their maximum during the early and late months— 
v.e., those in which the lowest mean temperature occurs. Deaths from 
diseases of the Circulatory Organs, Heart, &c., are registered in largest 
numbers during March, April, May, and J uly; and those from diseases. of 
the Brain and Nervous System during January, March, April, May, June, 
September, and December. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. are designed to show the relative amounts 
of mortality experienced by persons of different ages in the above eight 
towns. Thus, in the case of children under five years of age, the months 
in which the largest number succumbed are August and September—the 
months following those in which Measles and Hooping-Cough caused many 
deaths, and in which the sequelee from these same may be supposed to have 
a special fatal effect, besides being the two months in which diarrheal 
affections claimed many lives. 

Adolescents (those between 5 and 20 years) died in greatest proportion 
during February, March, April, June, and November; while September 
appears to have been the month of minimum mortality for persons of these 
ages. 

Deaths of Adults Ficuieen 20 and 60 years) were registered in greater 
number during the earlier than during the later months of the year, the 
former being those in which the lowest mean temperature occurred, and 
persons of this age are, in the prosecution of their daily work, much exposed 
to the weather. 

Aged persons, or those over 60 years, succumbed during much the 
same period as the latter, and no doubt for much the same reason. 

_ The actual mortality among the entire population of these towns 
during the year 1898 was greatest in March, the next in order being April, 
May, June, September, February, aa October, January, November. 
December, and July.

VACCINATION OF CHILDREN 


BORN IN SCOTLAND DURING 1897. 





The Returns of Vaccination for the year 1897 show that, of the 
129.014 children whose births were recorded in Scotland, 108,378, or 
84005 per cent., were successfully vaccinated. In 2945 cases certificates 
of postponement were granted, leing at the rate of 2283 per cent.; 569, or 
0'441 per cent., were stated to have been insusceptible of vaccination from 
some constitutional peculiarity ; 1, or 0:001 per cent., from having already

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had Smallpox ; and 255, or 0°197 per cent., were insusceptible in respect of 
having been vaccinated, but by persons who were not qualified to grant 
certificates to that effect. 13,552, or 10:504 per cent., of the children born, 
died before vaccination, and 3314 children, or 2°569 per cent. of the whole, 
were removed from the district in which they were born, or from some 
other cause were unaccounted for. It thus appears that the number 
successfully vaccinated is below the average of the previous ten years; 
that the proportion of postponed cases is above the average; the number 
constitutionally insusceptible is above the average; the number insuscep- 
tible from previous successful vaccination below the average; and the 
numbers who died before vaccination, ancl who were removed from the 
district in which they were born, or in some other way unaccounted for, 
are both above the average. 

Table XX. shows the proportions to the total number of living children, 
those who died before being vaccinated being omitted, and froin this it 
will be seen that, of the 115,462 children alive at the age of six months, 
108,378, or 93°865 per cent., were successfully vaccinated ; that of 2945 
children, or 2°550 per cent., the vaccination was temporarily postponed ; 
569 children were constitutionally insusceptible, being at the rate of 
0-493 per cent., 1, or 0-OUL per cent., from having already had Small-pox ; 
and 235, or 0°221 per cent., from being previously successfully vaccinated. 
3314 children, or 2°870 per cent., were removed from the district in which 
they were born, or from some other cause were unaccounted for.

Table XXI. shows the number of deaths from Small-pox in Scotland 
for each year from 1855 to 1896, the numbers given for 1897 and 1898 
being those which occurred in eight of the Principal Towns only.
